«REMEMBER THE MAINE “— | 


ALSO THE MIKASA. 


—__—__e—_—_—_—_———_"—_— 
(Daily Press, 4th March.) 

Nearly two years ago the world was as- 
tonished by the explosion and sinking of 
the Japanese battleship Mikasa. The great 
war had heen finished, and peace d:clared ; 
and the ahip, which as Admiral Toao's fliaz- 
ship, had berne all the bur.len of the fight, 
bad returned for refitment to Saseho. The 
Admiral had goue up to Tokyo to pay his 
respects to his EMPEROR, and the greater 
part of the crew had either heen discharged 
‘or were on thore on leave, when, withcut a 
moment's watning, the big ship, the finest 
and newest of the entire Japanese navy, 
which bad oaly arrived from Enzland to 
take her part in the outbreak of the war, 
burst into flames; and the fl:mes mys- 
terious!yScommunieating with the magazine, 
the entire saip blew up, and i:staneously 
disappeared beneath the water. Most. of 
those on board, cous'sting of a portion of 
her crew, and of some who had been hastily 
summoned froin the other ships in harbour 
to assist in extinguishing the flames, were 
either Llown to pieces in the explosion, or 
carried down with the ship, sothat no dircet 
evidence was available as to what had really 
oceurred on hoard. The natien at lirge 
had been dissatistied with the termns of the 
peace urrived at by the Government, and 
this dissatisfaction had in Tokyo broken 
out into mob riots, and there were uot 
wauting those who attribut: d the explosi n 
to the wilful act of seme discontents on 
board the ship berself, who thus sought fo 
take revenge for a supposed slight on the 
victorious navy which had so reccutly 
covered itself with glory at the battle of 
Tsushima. 

Under the circumstances it was ceuly t) 
the advantage of Japan to court the fullest 
enquiry into the circumstances, and to afford 
the fullest information iu its power as to 
what actually happened. During the war 
the world had seeu with unnsixed admira- 
tion the unanimity of purpre which bad 
actuated the entire nation; and had enabled 
it to throw an impeuctrable veil of secrecy 
over all the movements of the army and 
navy at home or at the actual seat of war 
equally. ‘This capacity for concealment, 
fully understood, as it was, by every in- 
dividual in the empire, Was a valuable help 
in tbe conduct of the wat, and was 


undoubtedly one of the chie. causes of 


success in the ‘list great battles abot 
Mukden; but its necessity had passed, 
and, to put Japan at rights) with the 
world at large, it would have been more con. 
sonant with the interests of the nation in 
the case of the exylosion to have court +d 
the fullest investigation. ‘This, un. 
fortunately for the honour of Japan, was 
not dane, but every attemt, as in the other 
case of operations in the fiel 1, was made to 
throw a veil of mystery over the entire 
affair. We at the time in commenting 
on the catastrophe pormled out its 
jvadvisability, at.d showed how the silence 
was giving the euensies of Japan a handle 
which they would certainly make the most 
of. The result was, as we at the time fore- 
saw, the story of a mutiny on 
came to be geuerally credited, and Japan 
and the Japanese navy were lowered con- 
siderably in the estimation of the world. 
At the time too we suggested that the reat 
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the tendency to instability of the compound 
oes, the circumstances the British 
| authorities had arrived at a compr.mise, 
Jand accepted a compound which although 
i not giving the missiles the greatest velocity 
jracticable, was yet under all conditions of 
‘service the safest. Not content with these 
‘results the Japanese, conceiving they had 
| discovered n method cf retucing the msk of 
ecplosion, introiuced into its service a 
higher class of explosive. It was possibly 
correct in ite conclusions: ils higher 
explosive did undeniably tend towards the 
successful isane of the war, and as long as 
the war lasted uo evil resul's occurred, so 
far as any outsi-'e knowledye at least, goes. 
The larce stack on board the Milaat was 
possibly inwlverteotly left on board; aad 
it was the spontaneous combustion ot this 
that we suggested was the cause of the 
explosion. 

Exper's hesit ted to give a final cpittion 
penling the raising aml thorough examina. 
tion of the interior of the ship, but the 
damage proved xo much more intense than 
was at first estimated that it was only the 
other day that the biy ship was r floated A 
complete «examination, though of course a 
judgment cannot under the cir-umet ices 
be cansider ds infallible, goes fo shaw that 
the theory of spontaneaus combustion ix 
most consonant with the conditionr: and 
it may be now considered that tha heavy 
weight of suspicion that fora time hung on 
the honour of the Japanese navy may be 
looked upon as once for oll dissipated. 
This ix doubtless satisfactory to Japan as 
a nation, aud mere especially ta Admiral 
Toco asa commander: and we mag con- 
gratulate him on the removal of this last 
slur on bis reputation. But the incident 
seclux possibly to throw light on another 
historic explosion, the effects of whieh have 
since seriously affected the balan¢e of power 
throughout the world. Under n -t altogether 
dissimilar conditious the Atnerican warship: 
Maine blew up when quietly at aechor in the 
harbour of Havara. ‘The cause was equally 
uivsterious, but seomuch was net then 
known of the ordinary b haviewr of these 
high explosives. ‘he evidence -what little 
there was -seeund to potat to trarebery 
somewhere, and it was a moat point whether 
it cecurred amonyest the craw of the war- 
shin, or was a deliberate outrage cu the 
part of someone connected, rin spmpathy, 
with the Spanish Government whose rela 
tions with the Uuited 
siderably strained,

The manner in which President Roose- 
vELT's fanciful attenpt to introduce 
improved spelling into the English language 
has been received affords an_ interesting 
illustration af the power of an established 
written character—in China, for example. 
An alphabetical form of writing ia not in 
reality nurely phonetic. After it has been 
in use for anv long prriod it hecomes to a 
larga extent practically hieroglyphic. The 
gound of the words is more or lexs indicated 
by their apelling, but after a time the written 
word in ite entirety is taken to stand for the 
thing or idea it jindicates, aud thus is xo 
longer phonetic, the whole word being 
grasped at once by the eve and conveying 
ita meaning to the mind of the reider 
irrespective of the sound ati ributad to it, as 
definitely as an Egyptian hieroglyphic ora 
Chinese “character.” This staga once 
reachad, thes» familiar signs soon come to 
have an extraordinary power over ths ininda 
of these wh» are familar with then. ‘They 
ar: looked upon in a wav ago'd friends wit 
wham mast propla—but mere especially 
thase ofliteriry tastes - are very lothto part. 
President Rooarvert may be powerful 
enough todo away with Trust< or even to 
bring about an amendment of the Aimerican 
Constitutio: in respect to the indepeadence 
at individu d States, but he is unable to alter 
the spelling of the Englich language. His 
experiment in that direction by having his 
message to Congress written with his own 
peculiar spelling was certainly a bold one; 
but it wax met ina thoroughly chiracteriatic 
manner. The papers simply translatell the 
measnze and gave it inthe ordinary apelliag. 
However much thes may be in favour of 
freedom ina general way, it in avplent that 
American Iditers as a body dan't agree 
with Mrs. Poyser that ‘ spellin’ isan 
Invasion of the right of private judgment.” 

If thie ix the feelin us to established 
written forme where the sp-Uing is, at least 
in theory, phonetic, we cur form some dea 
of the alfection and reverence with which 
the Chinese are known to regard their 
written characters, and how difficult it would 
he toandue: them to make any change. The 
eharveter indeed has heea ane of the chief 
binding forces that has kept the Empire 
tozether, The spoken dialects inay Vary to 
such au extent that Chisese trom diffarent 
Provinees have great difficulty ia communi- 
cating with eich other verbally, but they 
have always as a last regort ths wrilten 
language which is kuawn to them all; nnd 
thia forins a tie of much more than mere 
literary force. Tndesd it hax probably done 
more te k-ep Chins together than anything 
elxe, The Chinaman feels a certain come 
munit. with all who understand his written 
language.

That. writer states 
that one effect of the use of this phonetic 
writing has been to stereotype the ancient 
pronunciation of Chinese words, which has 
been lost in China itself, and that the 
language of the Koreans contains a large 
admixture of Chinese words pronounced 
in the old way. From this we may infer 
tbat had an alphahetical svatem heen 
adopted in China itself, the spelling of a 
Jarge number of words would have varied 
po much in different provinces that actually 
new languages would have arisen, in place 
of merely the various dialects which now 
exist. Thus we should have had different 
languages in China from a eommon origin, 
just as there are different tongues in 
Europe derived in the main from Tatin. 
With such new languages there would be 
new ideas, and with the fresh views, a 
much greater tendency to political separa- 
tion than has been tha case.

Mr. Hues Crurrrorp, whose name has 
been made more familiar in Hongkong 
lately by his promotion to Ceylon, wrate 
for MacMillan's Magazine an article 
discussing and crilicizing the American 
policy in the Philippines. Manila Ameri- 
caos do not seem to have appreciated the 
article. Mr. Currrorn’s view was that it 
was foolish of the people of the United 
States to attempt or hope ta establish 
among a Malay people a republican form of 
governinent, with republican idevls. He 
declared that the Americans in the 
Philippines were “chasing a phantom 
hope which flew in the face af all exneriance, 
and that the- end must be defeat. and 
disa-ter.” Fle further expressed — the 
opinion that the only reasonable policy in 
such a place and with such conditions would 
he to hold and «dininister the country asa 
Colony pure and simple. One American 
critic of the article admits that this would 
bo easier to do than what they are attempt- 
ing, by which we feel inclined to read that 
he means also it woul be more expedicut 
and practicable ; but thera are reasons why 
he should denounce and repudiata the 
CuIFFuRD system of governing Malays. 
These reasons are, as we shall try tu 
indicate, mainly of- the nature of shil- 
“boleths; but ‘first it is convenient to 
point out how much handicapped is the 
impartial and uubiassed mind that secks 
to contemplate such a question. I[t is sv.

THE I\ PERSONATION CABE. 

The Chief Justice delivered judgment in the 
action brought by Cheung Shn against 
Ma Fu Ban. 

Mr. M. W. Slade, instrncted by Mr. D. V. 
Steavenson (of Messre. Deacon, Tooker and 
Deacon) appeared for the plaintiff, the defendaut 
being represented by Sir Henry Berkeley, K.C., 
and Hon. Mr. H. E. Pollock, K.C., who were 
instructed by Mr. C. F. Dixon (of Messrs. 
Hastings’ office). 

His Honour said:—I have already given 
judgment on the facts of this case reserving 
the points of law for fuller consideration : with 
these points I now proceed to deal. ‘lhe first 
point is whether in a Civil action in which the 

laintiff sues as Executor, producing the pro- 

te, it is competent for the defendant to deny 
the death of the testator. This point is decided 
in the affirmative in Allen vy, Dundas (3 T. R. at 
page 130) and in Moons v. De Bernales (1 uss. 
301): the reason given in the earlier case b-- 
ing that if in fact the person is living the 
Court has no jurisdiction and the probate can 
have no effect. These cases are still cited as 
authorities (see William on Executors 10th Ed. 
p. 440 et sig.) but I suppose they conld not 
apply where the Court of Probate has, in con- 
tentious preceedings, expressly found the death 
of the Testator to Le a fact: for that would be to 
impeach the judgment of Court. | admitted evid- 
ence to show that the alleged testator was alive, 
andhave found as a fact that hewasdead. I have 
also held that the defendant is not a bona fide 
mortgagee within the meaning of the section. 
Buteven if he himself had beeu perfectly bona 
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the Land Officer would be jastified iia regiater- 
ing a will unless probate had been granted, 
becanse he would be putting on thd register a 
person who by law has no title. This at 
once indicates one of the reasons why 
the law should be constrned strictly according 
to the words nsed init. On the other hand [| 
must note that the Ordinance only provides 
for the registration of a “memorial,” that 


iis of certain particalars of the will, verified 
{ by affidavit ; and there is nothing thiat I can see 


fide “ registration cannot make good an instru- 
went which is otherwise fraudulent. and void” 
(Dart vol Ip. 699), and I have fonnd this 
mortgage fo ba fraudulent and therefore void. 
I must however deal with the point. which 
arises as to the construction of the Land 
Registration Ordinance, No. 1 of 1844— which 
is exceedingly trcublesome. ‘hat Ordinance 
was passed fo prevent secret and fraudulent 
conveyancer, and to provide means whereby 
the title to real and immjoveable property may 
be easily {raced and astertained. It provides 
that wills, as well as! judgments and other 
documents affecting lands tenements or pre- 
mises in the Colony, are to be registered : iu the 
case of wills, within one month after the death 
of the devisor, if hedies in the Colony, and 
. within 12 months if he dies elsewhere. The 
effect is twofold: Ist. The wiils are to take 
priority if registered within the prescribed 
delays, not according to the dates of registration, 
bat ‘only in the same manner as if the 
Ordinance had not been passed.” Secondly : 
lf they are not registered within these delays 
respectively, they are to be atsolutely null and 
void és against subsequent bona fide purchasers 
or mortgagees for valuable consideration : 
and then, are to take priority according 
to their dates of registration. The questions 
I have to decide are :—Ist. Whether probates 
of wills affecting leaseholds must be regis- 
tered in order to obtain the benefits 
of the Ordinance: in other words, whether I 
am justified in substituting probate for wills io 
the Ordinance. Secondly: Whether, in spite of 
the provisions of the Probate Law, wills 
affecting leaseholds must be registered in order 
to obtain the benefits of the Ordinance. With 
regard to the secood point I have been much 
perplexed by the fact that an Executor's first 
dut; is to deposit the will in the Registry 
of the Supreme Court for purposes of Probate, 
and that thereafter the Registrar cannot 
part with the original will. It would seem 

therefore, if this were the proper ocon- 

struction of the Ordinance, as if the Ex- 

ecutor was bound to call in at the Land Office 

to register the will on his way to the Registry

of the Court. But if this were to be the 
practice, all sorts of difficulties might 
arise, for a will might be registered 
‘ in the Land Office, which might never be 
admitted to probate. I doubt however whether

the Land Officer would not be “justified in 
registering a memorial of a_ will uotil the 
peebate had been predneed, the registration of a 
memorial of a will deposited in the Registry 
for Probate is therefore possible: and 
this r ally disposer of the first point, for if the 
Ordinance cao be complied with, it is unneces- 
sary to substitule “ probate” for will in the 
Ordinance. If it wera necessary however, [ 
should not do it, for there is no warrant for such 
achange: and 1 may point out that in many of 
the sections of the Yorkshire Registry Act, 1X84, 
it has been thought advisable to refer to pro- 
bates as well as to wills. J have therefore to 
consider whether the Act requires memorial of 
wills of leasehalds to be registered. First, 
is there any reason why it shenld have sa 
provided’ If there were avy clear reason, [ 
shonld be going coutrary to the manifest. inten- 
tion of the Actin holding otherwise. [ thiuk 
there is no such reason. The law provided for 
the re.istration of willx of realty becansa they 
are documenta cf title, and there is no other 
official record of them. ‘I'he legislature omitted 
to observe that there ix no realt. iu the Colony 
devisable by will: but that is beside the point. 


But. for wills of  personalty the law 
has) provided another means of giving 
publicity to them: by means of  Prebate, 


which is a public document, aud the public 
have access tu the Probate Kegistry for search. 
But there are mauy reasons why it shoald pot 
have so provided. [am sure, as I bave said, 
that a will which bax vot bean admitted to 
probate could not or xhould uot be regis. 
tered. There is thus a mauifest. possibility 
of a clash between the requirements of the 
two laws of Probate and of Land Registry ; 
the most obvious being a delay iu the grant of 
probate, which might preclude the registration 
in the Land Office within the requisite limits 
of time, and there is no provision made fur 
extending tle time allowed fur registration, 
Agaip, wheu wills are registered out of time, 
the question cf priority ariyes, and then belweeu 
two probates assuming the wills to deal with 
the same property, which is mauifestly iucou- 
sistent with legal consequenc-s, attached to 
probate, ‘'herefore I come tw Uare coustrus- 
tion, and I find that the wortls used io 8, 6 of 
the Ordinance with regard to memorials are in- 
apt to wills of leas-lolds, The registration of 
memoral of the will is to be by the “ devisee,” 
and the tes'ator is called the “devisor.” ‘I'here 
is po such thing as devise of leasabolds) Then 
again, how is the person entitled auder the will, 
constractiog ‘ devises” in its largest possible 
meaning, to get hold of the will oc the probate 
in order to prepare the memorial : quite apart 
from the sbort time, in the case where the 
testator has died io the Colony, witbia which 
he would have todo it? For taese reasons I 
am of opinion that wills of leasehold do not 
conie wilhio the provisions of the Land Registry 
Ordioance. Iam re-inforced in this opinion 
by the fact that there is a mote vn the 
Middlesex Registration Act, ia Underhill's 
Encyclopaedia of Forms ana Precedents (vol. 
xi., p. 27U), to the same effect.

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accurate, the plaintiff's father “O- Yik 
Tong on his behalf purchased some 
few years ago an old Chinese gunboat, and 


spent considerable sums of money in converting 
her into a merchant vessel for the purpose of 
coastwise trade, in patting her into a seaworthy 
condition, and generally in effecting improve- 
ments on her. He named her the “ Macao,” 
He had never insured her on her voyages; but 
in the month of Angust, 1{06, having in 
contemplation a somewhat longer voyage ;than 
usual, to Amoy, about the middle of the eosuing 
month, he endeavoured to effect an instrapos on 
her for fifty or sixty thousand dollars, his 
estimate of her value being “ninely odd 
thousand,’ He seems to have had some difficulty 
at first in doing this, but at length matters 
were arranged through an intermediary, with the 
defendant Company, who first agreed to take a 
risk up to $3 000; bat afterwards, or or about 
lf4th Angust, they agreed to take up $40,000 if 
the plaintiff would himself insure her for the 
remainiog $55,000, he having given her value 
at $45,000, and would not insure in any other 
company. The Policy was signed during the 
afternoon of 17th September, being timed to 
take effect from 7 p.m. on the day the final 
discussion took place. On the morning of the 
18th a disastrous typhoon swapt over the 
harbonr. and toe veasel sank before she started 
on her voyage. The curious part of the case is 
that the Fook On Company seems never fo have 
insured a vessel before. A few days after 


the “ Macao’ sauk a claim was made 
for payment of the insurance; the com: 
pany repudiated all liability, on the 
followiug defioite grouuds—that the vessel. 


had vot started ou her voyage, and that the 
premium had not been paid, but only guaran. 
teed, Later on, the cumpany based its refusal 
on another ground, which is in fact the de: 
fence raised ia this action, that the policy 
was an “open” aod not a “valued” policy, 
and that the Company was only liable to pay 
40 9G the. of the real value of the ship. Now 
there is not the slightest objection in law 
that I cau see to the new position thus takeu 
by the Compiny, though of coarse it may. be 
mat‘er of comment. They may have pat for- 
ward untenable reasons bor non-payment at 
tirst, and when they lave consulted their legal 


advisers, they may put forward ano en- 
tirely uew ground ot defence, on which 
they are entitled {o succeed if it is a 


good defence, But this correspondence which 
was not put in bat the purport of which 
(he Company's Secretary admitted, does to my 
mind thiow some light on what actually bap- 
peucd when the insurance was entered into: 
and unfortunately the advice he seems to have 
received has so tinged the recollection of the 
Secretary who conducted the negociations, as 
to what took place, as to induce me with 
reluctance to say that [ do not believe his 
evidence on a very material point. I now 
turn to the evidence of what took place which 
led to the use of the ambignous term in the 
policy “the estimated value of the vessel is 
$95,.0." [I bave no doubt that O Yik 
‘ong is right in his figuces, [ am satisfled 
that ‘he bas expended $95,000 on the 
vessel though I am not qoite satisfied that the 
whole of that sum would properly be taken to be 
her value if I were to hold that the policy is an 
open one. for some part of it, though how much 
I cannot say, seems to bave been for repairs in 
consequence of ordinary wear and tear.

original estimate of value being “40> odd" 
thoutand dollars, which differs so ivappreciably 
from the “ 95,04," afterwards adopted, as to ba 
immaterial, The original offer of the company 
was to insure up to $3U.0U0, which was after- 
wards raised to $40,'.Uu, showing clearly that the 
Company must have devoted some consideration 
to the actual value of the vessel. Captain Douglas 
had retainer from the Company to report on 
proposals for insuraace: be did in fact report 
on the Macao in respect of her capacity to 
carry cargo on the voyage to Amoy, ‘I'he 
Company, therefore, had it in their power to 
verify ‘the plaintiff's estimate of value at any 
moment. They, did not do 80. ‘[‘ha figure 
$95,0:0 was in fact adopted as the basis of 
the contract, the Cempauy insisting on the 
condition that the plaintiff should himself 
insure for the balance $55,000. The Company 
did not, as they might as experienced insurers 
have done, put in words to the effect 
that they did not accept the plaintiff's 
estimate or valuation, which would have 
pat the onus on the plaiotiff in the 
event of loss of proving the actual insurance 
value of the ship reducing it an open policy. 
And if, after these considerations had been 
daly weighed, ] had any doubts left as to what 
the intention of tbe Company really was: they 
vanish when I come to Ng San Kau's state- 
ment : “T. understood it to be that we shonld 
take 40/95ths of $95,100" or as he immediately 
changed it to “of the value of the ship.”

ALLEGED LARCENY OF TOBACCOS

the loss, as under British law they are exempt 
from the liability by virtue of the provision ia- 
serted in the biil of lading. 
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The appellants contended that while they 
admitied the legality of applying British law in 
the case, the feapand ts must be held respon- 
sible for the loss of the cargo, even if it resulted 
from irresistible causes, so long as they failed to 
take the necessary measures to prevent the loss. 
‘The respondents: argued that the bill of lading 
licitly provided that the cargo should be 
a ivered. from on board, and it was also provided 
that the steamship company should not be held 
responsible for the loss resulting from theft. 

The Appeal Court considered it necessary to 

submit the question of the British law to an 
expert, and the services of Professor Matsunami, 
of the Imperial University, were accordingly 
secured for the purpose. 
_ The professor gave at a great length his view 
on the British law on the point. ‘I'he gist of 
his evidence was, that the British Courts made 
if a rule to invalidate the exemption clauses 
inserted in a bill of lading on the ground that 
free admission of the exemption of steamship 
companies from liabilities was detrimental to 
the public interest. Even if it were explicitly 
mentioned in' the bill of. lading that the ship- 
owners were ;not responsible for the damage 
done to or logs of cargo through the negligence 
of pilots, engineers or others of the crew, 
the shipowners were held responsible if 
negligence were proved. Again, in a case 
of theft the shipowner was pot exouerated from 
the liability if the circumstunces attending the 
theft were not specified. Opinion was divided 
amongst jurists as to the application of the law 
to the ship's documents, but the majority of 
jurists agreed in the opinion that the law of the 
country where the documents were executed 
should govern. 

Professor Matgnnami said that he would put 
forward his evidence in writing on the action 
pending in the Vourt. 

The proceedings are being watched with 
considerable interest in shipping circles.

we find these mantles as described, we 
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shall loss no time in offering them 
to consumers here, I should like to take 
this opportunity of appealing to consumers to 
assist oar staff to ensure efficient lighting. We 
ars only too anxious to correct any failings 
when they occur. What I want to ask is that 
prompt notlice may be given when lights burn 
badly, or anything is wrong, so that the remedy 
may be applied withon! delay. As an interest-
